Snow Falls At Davis,

SACRAMENTO (tpP)—Snowfall which 
laid a white blanket over most of the 
Sacramento Valley during the past 54 
hours continued in the upper valley 
today. 

In Sacramento and the lower valley 
region the forecast was for light rains. 

Snow fell at Woodland and Davis in 
Yolo County for the first time in sev- 
eral years. At Chico, the snow had 
reached a depth of 10 inches and con- 
tinued falling early today. 

The snow pack in the high Sierra 
was reported as follows: Norden, 48

inches; Truckee, 35 inches; 

At Dunsmuir, 32 inches of snow cov- 
ered the ground, while 24 inches were 
recorded at Delta, and 10 inches at 
Redding. 

The new storm. brought slightly 
higher temperatures to most regions 
still recovering from effects of a pre- 
vious bitterly cold spell, but the U. S. 
weather bureau predicted another 
downward plunge in the mercury which 
may break all-time records. 

Several California mountain towns 
virtually were cut off from the out- 
side world by heavy snowstorms which 


disrupted telegraph and telephone 
service. Fureka was isolated complete- 
ly. 


Citrus crops in Southern and Cen- 
tral California were damaged heavily 
by the storms. Heavy rain fell 
throughout most of the lowlands, and 
snow fell in valley sections which have 
had no snow for several years. 

When the sixth person died in San 
Francisco from asphyxiation caused by 
defective heating, the state’s death toll 
for the storm period mounted to 10. 

The Northwest experienced continu- 
ed cold weather, Forecasters said 
there was little chance of a break 
from the frigid temperatures which 
have prevailed for nearly a week. In 
Portland the thermometers hovered 
around freezing throughout Sunday, 
and snow packed hard in the down- 
town district. Seattle reported read- 
ings from 12 to 30 degrees above and 
fair weather.

EVERETT, Wash. (tP\—The nude 
body of ten-year-old Charles Mattson, 
kidnaped two weeks ago from the 
home of his parents in Tacoma, was 
found in the woods six miles south of 
here today by a boy hunting rabbits. 


The body was positively identified as 
that of the Mattson boy by P. H. Seva 
of Tacoma, a close friend of the fam-

The child’s head was mashed in, as 
by a heavy blow and the _body was 
lying 200 feet from any highway. 

Federal Bureau of Identification 
agents in Tacoma were immediately 
notified and are enroute here. Everett 
is sixty miles from Tacoma.
